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GENEOLOGY  OF  THE  VAN  GAASBECK  FAMILY  1 


Among  the  first  of  the  Dutch  clergy  educated 
in  the  universities  of  Holland  and  sent  to  this 
country  by  the  Classis  of  Amsterdam,  was 
Dominie  Lawrentine  or  Lawrence  Van  Gaasbeek. 
He  was  a  son  of  Govert  Van  Gaasbeek  and 
Jacomyntje,  residents  of  Leyden,  Holland. 

Lawrence  Van  Gaasbeek  was  the  second 
minister  called  to  the  First  Dutch  Church  of 
Kingston.  Born  in  Holland,  died  in  New  York 
City,  February,  1680.  The  first  of  the  family  to 
arrive  in  America,  and  progenitor  of  all  who 
bear  his  name  in  this  country.  He  was  graduated 
from  the  University  of  Leyden  with  honors, 
May  25,  1674.  Domine  Van  Gaasbeek  was  a  man 
of  culture  and  refinement,  having  been  educated 
both  as  a  physician  and  clergyman,  and  was 
familiarly  called  the  “Dominie  Doctor.”  He 
was  a  member  of  the  first  ecclesiastical  bodv  of 
the  Dutch  Church  in  America.  On  the  28th  of 
May,  1673  he  was  married  in  the  High  Dutch 
Church  at  Leyden  to  Laurentia  or  Helen  Van  De 
Kelleno. 

In  response  to  this  call,  Dominie  Van  Gaasbeek 
sailed  for  New  Amsterdam  on  the  13th  dav  of 
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May,  1678,  arriving  in  New  Amsterdam  August 
21,  of  that  year.  Arrived  with  his  family  in 
Kingston  on  the  8th  of  September,  1678,  and 
delivered  his  first  sermon  on  the  15th  of  the  same 
month.  A  new  and  substantial  stone  church, 
forty-five  by  sixty  feet,  was  erected  in  true 
Holland  style  during  his  pastorate.  The  new 
edifice  was  dedicated  January  1st,  1680.  Dominie 
Van  Gaasbeek  did  not  live  long  to  enjoy  and 
preach  in  the  new  and  commodious  church,  for  he 
was  taken  sick  with  a  fever,  and  for  medical 
treatment  went  to  New  York  where  lie  died, 
February,  1680. 

The  widow  of  Dominie  Van  Gaasbeek,  Helen 
Van  De  Kellenaar,  married  (16S1)  her  second 
husband,  Major  Thomas  Chambers,  Lord  of  the 
Manor  of  Foxhall,  who  departed  this  life  April 
8,  1694,  leaving  his  property  to  the  children  of 
the  Dominie.  Laurentia  or  Helen  Van  De 
Kellenaar  married  her  third  husband  September 
26,  1695,  AVessel  Ten  Broeck,  Sr.

Abraham,  known  as  Abraham  Van  Gaasbeek 
Chambers,  born  December,  1679,  baptised  Janu¬ 
ary  1,  1680.  Married  August  26,  1703  to  Sarah 
Bayard,  daughter  of  Peter  Bayard  and  Blandina 
Kiersted,  who  were  married  November  28,  1674. 

Peter  Bayard  was  son  of  Samuel  Bayard  and 
Anna  Stuyvesant,  the  latter  a  sister  of  Governor 
Peter  Stuyvesant  in  whose  company  she  came 
to  New  Amsterdam  in  1647. 

Blandina  Kiersted  was  the  daughter  of  Dr. 
Hans  Kiersted  and  Sarah  Roeloff  Jansen, 
married  in  the  Dutch  Church,  New  York,  June 
29,  1642.  The  latter  was  a  daughter  of  Roeloff 
Jansen  and  Annetje  Webber,  more  familiarly 
known  to  her  descendants  as  “Anneke  Jans.” 

Sarah  Bayard  was  a  granddaughter  of  Anneke 
Jans.  Abraham  was  an  infant  when  his  father 
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died.  His  mother  Laurentia  Kellenaar  married, 
1681,  Major  Thomas  Chambers,  Lord  of  the 
Manor  of  Foxhall.  No  children  blessed  this 
marriage.  He  took  great  interest  in  the  three 
children  of  his  wife.  Abraham,  the  son,  became 
his  especial  favorite,  being  fifteen  years  old  when 
his  stepfather  died,  April  8,  1694.  By  his  last 
will,  dated  April  5,  1694,  after  providing  for  the 
two  daughters  of  his  wife,  he  leaves  his  entire 
Lordship  and  Manor,  and  other  estate  to 
Abraham.  The  estate  was  left  in  possession  of 
the  widow  until  Abraham  should  be  of  age,  which 
was  in  December,  1700,  when  Abraham  Van 
Gaasbeek  Chambers  became  Lord  of  the  Manor 
of  Foxhall,  becoming  the  richest  and  one  of  the 
most  influential  men  in  the  Esopus.  xVbraham 
Van  Gaasbeek  died  September  28,  1759,  and  was 
buried  in  the  Foxhall  familv  vault  at  the  Strand, 
(Rondout),  Kingston,  N.  Y. 

THE  VAN  GAASBEEK  FAMILY 

Abraham  Van  Gaasbeek  and  his  wife  Sarah 
Bavard  had  thirteen  children.  Eight  bovs  and 
five  girls.  His  son  John  the  eleventh  child,  born 
December  26,  1720,  baptised  January  1,  1721, 
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died  September  8,  1759.  Married  August  16, 
1746,  to  Antje  Louw,  who  was  born  August  28, 
1728,  baptised  September  1,  1728,  died  October 
2,  1784.  Daughter  of  Timothy  Louw  and 
Hendrickje  Cool.  From  deeds  executed  by  his 
father,  it  was  learned  that  he  was  the  owner  of 
large  tracts  of  land  in  the  vicinity  of  Kingston, 
on  which  he  resided.  His  widow  Antje  Louw 
married  July  14,  1766,  Isaac  Hasbrouck,  son  of 
Joseph  Hasbrouck  and  Elsie  Sclioonmaker. 

John  Van  Gaasbeek  and  Antje  Louw  had  five 
children,  three  boys  and  two  girls.  John,  baptised 
November  25,  1759.  Died  October  2,  1832.
